It is arranged that the agreement may be adopted b> a majoiity vote of 
congress and similar notion bj (ho Canadian paihament. Most iccipiocal 
aiiangemenls of this kind have been embodied in treaties, but, a tieaty would 
have to be concluded dueclly with England wheieas the Canadian paiba- 
inent pan settle the pioposfd anangement, subject of course to the approval 
of London. The reductions made fall mainly on foodstuffs and are quite 
sweeping to <-ay the least. Indeed they seem to be quite as ladical as 
Goveinor Foss himself would hiuc them, including as they do a veiy gen- 
eral variety of foodstuffs, building material and farming machine:} in 
pieat demand in Canada. 
The adoption of any such scheme of lecipiocity 


between the United States and Canada must quickly leduce the cost of 
living in New England. 


Such legislation by the lopnbhcan paity will take wind out of the demo-

FOR STATE MILK 
INSPECTION 


There is a bill befoie the legislature intioduccd by the executive com- 


mittee of the Massachusetts Milk Consumers' association intended to pio- 
ude rules and regulations to govein the pioduetion and sale of milk. Tho 
intent of the hill seems to be to plaee the cut UP authority of inspecting the 
pioduetion and distribution of milk in the hands of the state board of 


, health. It is alleged that the present system while good in some cities 


and towns, is defective m other cities and towns, and that in consequence 
some contaminated milk is mixed in with the gcneial supply, theieby con- 
stituting one of the dangeis to the public health. Tho bill, if enacted, would 
place great authority in the hands of (he state bonrd. It would establish 
it milk division for the enforcement of all the regulations liml the boaid 
might see fit to make wide: the piovisions of 
(he ,ict. 
The officials 


.\ppointcd under the net would have power to peifoim all the duties now 
coiifeired by law upon local inspector of milU, but they would ho under the 
control of the state boaid of health. Theic would be n chief of the mill: 
division at a salaiy of $5000 nnd an assistant al ^3000 and a Jiief 111- 
tpectoi at a salaiy of $2500. It would reqiinc, of couise, n gieal nmiiy 
other inspectors to do Iho entire work. The bill befoie the legislatme would 
limit the number to twenty and then annual salary to $1800 c.u-h, all to 
be under the civil seivice. 


While the ohjecl of this bill would seem to he to relieve cides and 


towns of the necessity of rumnfaining un'lk iiisnectois jcl the act dis- 
"linctly states that cities and towns may on their own account pioted Ilium- 
pelves fuither by special inspection at (hen own expense. 


This scheme, it seems, would be quite expensive, ami it is ditlk-ult 


to say just how it would work. It is undoubtedly A fact tb.it in some 
'niies and towns the inspection of ruilk is not earned out .is btiictly as it 
•-hould he. In others the work may bo done well foi awhile uiv ,(hen :i 
period of neglect may follow during which bad milk may be told. 
The 


plan proposed by this bill has certain advantages while nt the same timr 
having a number of disadvantages. It is quite piobable that the legula- 
tions made under nnj puoli law would be so duihlic that as :i icsult the 
price of milk would be incicased 
Ahcndy (he fanners have imeu com- 


plaining that they find it difficult lo pioduco thru- milk and soil it at the 
pievailing late owing to the number of rules .Tiid icgiilations that have (o 


- be,complied with before the milk icnohcs the consumer. The people aio 


paying now all they can affoid lo pay for milk and the results in most cases 
«re thoroughly satisfactory, while this new scheme is likely to meicnso the 


^ pVjc'e o£ milk and increase also the state expenditure which is likewise h's'.cv

.WASHINGTON, Jan. 2S.—Snass he 


gan to loom up In the pathway of the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement before 
it-had beeri'in the hands of congress 
24 hours, .and.' confident predictions of 
HE failure were made freely by the pil- 
lars of the protective faith 
It 
was 


said that even should the house accept 
the terms of the arrangements (which 
republican .high tariff advocates did 
not concede for a moment), it could not 
pass the senate. 


These direful prophecies were .car- 


ried to the White House yesterday by 
members who visited the 
president, 


ostensibly on other business, but in- 
stead of 
their creating 
pessimistic 


feeling there, Sir. Taft, it Is baid, ic- 
ceivett them with -smiles "which indi- 
cated that one defeat'would" not turn 
him from his purpose. 


If his own party, before surrender- 


ing control of the house- of representa- 
tives, fails to seize the_opportunity and 
the credifof putting into operation this 
reciprocal trade pact, the president, it 
is believed, will not hesitate to submit 
his program to the democrats, perhaps 
even in an extra session of the new 
congress. 


One man in the confidence of 
the 


president who had been the adminis- 
tration mouthpiece on more than one 
occasion, came from the White House 
last night with the declaration thai 
the proposed Canadian 
arranfjemen 


would not die an easj' death as long 
as Mr Taft was in the White House. 


"The "president was never moie 


earnest In hla life,'' said he. 'He in- 
tends to 'stay with It' through this 
besbion and carry it to the next If 
necessary. He would not hesitate-to 
call an extra session if he thought 
such a course would do the bushier.' 
Piesident Taft believes that the mu- 


tual concessions Arranged by the; Unit- 
ed States and Canada, especially the 
large number of articles of food stuffs 
which would he put on the free list, 
promises a great humanitarian move- 
ment that ultimately would mean a 
material reduction in the cost of liv- 
ing.

Indeed they seem to be quite as ladical as 
Goveinor Foss himself would have them, including as they do a very gen- 
eial variety of foodstuffs, building niateiml and faiming machine'y in 
great demand in Canada.

• merit can settle the proposed arrangement, subject of course, to the approval 


" of London. 
The reductions made fall mainly on foodstuffs and are quite 


sweeping to say the least. 
Indeed they seem to bo quite us radical as 


Governor Toss lumself would huvo them, including as they do a very gen- 
eral variety of foodstuffs, building material and farming machinery in 
great demand in Canada. The adoption of any such scheme of reciprocity 
between tho United Stales and Canada must quickly reduce the cost of 


- hying in New England. 


Such legislation by the republican party will take wind out of the demo- 


cratic sails in tho presidential contest, for it is quite likely that certain 
interests will make a loud howl against the free admission of Canadian 


- products. It will require a considerable time to readjust the prices, but 


the law of supply and demand, not tho power of the trusts, will rule tho 
market and regulate the prices.

STATE MILK 
INSPECTION 


There io a bill before the legislature introduced by tho executive com- 


'laittee of the Massachusetts Milk Consumers' nssocintion intended to pro- 
lido rules and regulations to govern the production and sale of milk. The 
intent of the bill seems to be to plaeo Iho entire authority of inspecting the 
production and distribution of milk in the hands of tho state board of 
health. It is alleged that the present system while good in some cities 
and towns, is defective in other cities and towns, and that in consequence 
some contaminated milk is mixed in with (lie general supply, thereby con- 
stituting one of tho dangers to the public health. Tho bill, i£ enacted, would 
placo great authority in the hands of the state board. It would establish 
» milk division for the enforcement of nil the regulations that tho board 
might see fit to make tinder the provisions of 
the 
net. 
Tho 
officials 


appointed under the net would ha\o power to pQrfoim all the duties now 
conferred by law1 upon local inspectors of milk, but they would be under the 


' 
control of (lie state board of health. Thero would be a chief of tho milk 
division? at-a salary of $5000 and nil assistant at .fSOOO and a chief in- 
spector at a salary of $2500. It would require, of course, a great many 
other inspectors to do (ho entire work. Tho bill before the legislature would 
limit the number to twenty and tlicir annual salary to $1800 each, all lo 
be under the civil service. 


While the object of this bill would scorn to be to relieve cilies and 


towns of the necessity of maintaining milk inspectors yet the act dis- 
tinctly states that cities and towns may on their own account protect them- 
selves further by special inspection at their own expense. 


This scheme, it secrus, would bo quite expensive, nnd it is difficult 


to say just how it would work. 
It is undoubtedly a fact th;it in sonio 


cities (xnd towns the inspection of milk is not cariicd out as s>fric(ly ns it 
should be. In others the work may ho done well for awhile mid then a 
period of neglect May follow during which bad milk nwy bo sold. 
The 


plnn proposed by this bill ho.1; certain advantages while at the same time 
having ft number of disadvantages. It is quite probable dial tho regula- 
tions made under any such law would be so drastic that as a result the 
price of milk would be increased. 
Already the farmers have been eom- 


. plaining that they find it difficult to produce their milk and sell it at (he 
prevailing rate owing to tho number of rules and regulations that have to 


, -be complied with .before the milk reaches tho consumer.

'payingHOW all they can afford to pay for milk nnd the lesults in most cases 


arc thoroughly satisfactory, while this new scheme is likely to increase the 
price of milk nnd increase plso the state expenditure which is likewise hijrU-r 
already thau it should be. {

restoring London's .lost importance as
